Mr. KENDALL offered the following resolution:

form him that the two Houses are now assembled in Joint Çon- 
‘vention at the.-Assembly Room, and- are ready to receive any 
communication he may desire to make. Which was carried, _ 
and the President appointed Mr. Kendall of said committeé ~ 
on the part of the Council, and the Speaker appointed 
Messrs.-Ochoa and Dorrington of said committee on the part 
of the House. The committee retired and soon after re- 
turned with His. Excellency, Gov. A. P. K. Safford, and 
presented him to the Joint Convention, and His-Excellency 
-then delivered to the two Houses in Joint Convention the 
following message: 7 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


In*compliance’ with custom and law, I now communicate 
to you such suggestions and information as seem proper to 
-enable you to proceed intelligently with your legislative 
business. Since the last Le hus convened, the popula- 
tion, wealth and industries of the Territory have rapidly in- 
creased; peace and order have in the main been preserved, 
and the outlook for future advancement has at no period of 
' our history been so encouraging. It therefore devolves-upon 
you, with renewed force, to foster with zealous care every 
material interest, to erfforce the most rigid economy, to har- 
monize all, conflicting interests and to work in unison to 
‘advance every part of the Territory; always remembering 
that each section is a part of the whole, and as each part is 
injured or improved, the whole is delayed’or advanced. . < 


EDUCATION. , 


- The education of the rising generation has kept steady 
pace with the increase of population and wealth. . For de- 
tailed infortnation on this subject I refer you to my reports to 

the Board of Education, copies of which will be laid before 
` you. According to the census.taken in May, 1876, there are 
in the Territory, between the-ages of six and twenty-one 
years, 2,955 children, of whom.1,49r are boys and 1,464 are 
. girls, showing an increase over the year previous of 447. 

Of the number, 1,157 have attended school and 1,450 were 
returned as able to read and write, making an increase of 
. 542 who can read and write, over the return of the. previous 
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year. - This’ is a very marked and gratifying decline in. Mi- - 
‘teracy, and from the present efficiency and prosperity of the - 
School System a continued or ever greater decline in illiter- 
acy may confidently be-gxpected. - A f N 
-` The financial reports from the seyeral counties, of receipts, 
- and disbursements fot school purposes for 1876, are not com-. 
pleted up to the close of the year, hence I-am not able at this” 
time to report“the; same; but will, as soon as received, lay 
them before you. . The total receipts, from all sources, for 
school purposes during the year 1875, were $28,759.92, mak- 
ing an increase of $5,926.60 over the combined receipts for ' 
the two years previous. The disbursements were $24,151.96, 
being an increased expenditure over that of the two previous 
years of $3,940.50. * This large increase of revenue has been 
found necessary to supply the ‘constant demand for new ` 
schools, the number of these having increased from nine, as , 
reported:two years, ago, to nineteen, andthe ‘same ratio for ' 
increased school facilities may be looked for in the future as , 
the country is developed and populated. ; 

A tax of thirty-five cents on each one: hundred: dollars is. 
levied and, collected: on all the taxable property in each of the 
counties.,of the Territory for: school purposes, and:a tax of 
‘fifteen cents on each one hundred dollars és collected and paid -` 
into the- Territorial Treasury for a like purpose. It is 
believed that the revenue referred to will be found sufficient ` 
to maintain the school system, and provide for the constantly ` 
increasing demands upon it. After. watching carefully the : 
present school law during thé past ‘two years, I am of the 
opinion that in the main it meets the requirements as. well as * 
any law that can be devised. School laws, of all others, 
should be changed: as seldom as possible, and for :various 
reasons, of which I shall mention. st. Nearly all the peo- 
ple have more or less duties -to perform under the law, and ~ 
sudden oř arbitrary changes are liable to confuse. ‘Second. :. 
‘When a law operates well, changes are dangerous arid rarely 
beneficial. In view. ot these facts I would only recommend 
the law to-be so changed as to. provide that a census of the - 
school children shall be taken biennially instead of annually, 
and that the school -year close December. 15, instead of De- . 
cember 31. ` By the latter change, reports from the: several 
counties can-be forwarded to the Superintendent of Public 

“Instruction in time’ to incorporate them‘ in reports' to the > 
. Legislature at the commencement of the session. .- Fhe peo-* 
ple of the Territory are so strongly attached to our public ` 
„school system and: so cheerfully contribute the required 


means to maintain it, that it is hardly necessary for me to-° 


admonish you to guard well this sacred trust that.is now . 
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confided to your fostering care. At home and abroad the 
action of previous: Lgislatures in enacting laws to establish 
and sustain free schools, where the rich and the poor alike 
can obtain the rudiments of an education, has been looked 
upon with admiration. „Hundreds of boys and girls within 
our domain give grateful thanks to those who have provided 
the means by which their young minds have been enlight- 
ened, and they themselves are being. prepated for lifes ot 
usefulness. ‘The thousands moré who are following on look 
to you with confident ‘hope that while in your hands no blow 
shall be given that will injuriously affect their interests. The 
schéol room is peculiarly an American institution. It is 
organized and kept free from sectarian or political influences, 
the pupil is given the rudiments of an education at least, and 
given also good moral instruction. In this way those of all 
creeds and political views can meet on an equal footing, with 
no word spoken or taught that can in the ‘least bias or in- 
fluence them, and by this association each one learns to res- 
spect and love the other, regardless of religious or political} 
differences. When they are called upon the stage of action 
they will carry with them the remembrance of their school 
association, and this will preclude the possibility of. such in- 
tolerance, in consequence of an honest difference of opinion, 
as might result if each-sęct was educated by itself. 

. It is becoming the settled conviction with the wisest and 
best statesmen the world over, that to expect and require the 
faithful performance of good citizenship the citizen must be 
given the advantages of a common school education. After 
this has been done, then upon his own action depends his 
future life. It is evident, to accomplish this grand object, 
that a system must be devised equal and just to all; hence a 
common,neutral ground has been marked off where the fol- . 
‘lowers of the cress and the crescent may meet in union and 
harmony, and learn the lessons that will fit them for useful- 
ness, without the sacrifice of a single principle. To surren- 
der this system, and yield to a division of the school. fund 
upon sectarian grounds, could only result in the destruction 
of the general plan for the education of the masses, and 
‘would lead, as it always has wherever tried, to the education 
of the few and the ignorance of the many. This proposition 
is so self-evident, and experience has ever proved it so true, 
that it does not require argument. i : 


TERRITORIAL FINANCES. 


As exhibited by the reports of the Treasurer and Audi-- 
tor, which will be laid before you with their respective state- 
ments, it will be seen that the amount on hand in the general 
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fund December 31st; 1874, was .$8,369.58,.and the receipts 
since- that ‘time up: to December -31st,,1876, -have been i 
$24,254.74, making-a total of $32;615.82; "The. disburse- 
ments Pin the general fund have been $29,041.44, leaving i 
a-balance on: hand in: that-fund {December 31st, 1876,: of 
$3,873.88.. The ainount-in the School’ Fúnd. December 3ist, 
1874, was $2,466.65,-and the receipts since:that time to De- 
-cember 31st; 18/6, have been $9,035.28,:making -a ‘total. of 
$11,501.93. - The disbursements from the School Fund up 
‘to December: 31st, 1876; have been $9;224.76, leaving a 
balance. in the’ School Fund December 31st, 1876, -of 
- $2,274.14, It, is believed that by the exercise of reasonable. 
economy the present tax of twenty-five cents on one hundred 
dollars of taxable property will be ‘sufficient to meet the cur- 
rent expenses; including the interest on the prison bonds. 
Additional legislation: is required to more rigidly enforce the 
collection of poll taxes; but a very small portion of this tax 
is collected, and so far.as my obseryation extends, little or no 
effort. is made’ to collect it. The law should either be en- 
forced or repealed. -: c: : > ' 
The Territory is in debt $25,000 for expenses incurred in 
building a Territorial. Penitentiary.. This indebtedness con- 
sists of $25,000 in bands, issued Octoberi- rst, 1875, bearing 
interest at the rate of ten per cent: per anrium, the interest 
payable annually, and; the bonds maturing October rst, 1880. 
- A sinking fund should be provided at this session of the 
Legislature to meet the payment of these -bonds promptly 
when due. Itis a subject of pridé that the Territory has 
constantly on: hand a surplus, and is able to pay every 
demand on presentation. Let the strictest economy be your | 
rule of action, and thé same solvent condition will be main- 
tained. ` aaa ` r? 


. ‘TERRITORIAL PENITENTIARY. = 
The last Legislature passed an act establishing the Peni- 
' tentiary at Yuma, and authorized the issuance of bonds to’ 
the amount of $25,000, payable in five -years‘from the date of: 
issue, and bearing interest at the rate of ten per cent, per’ 
annum. Said bonds wére issued by the Territorial Teas- 
urer, October 1, 1875. Immediately thereafter the Board of 
Prison Commissioners advertised in three newspapers in the 
Territory for bids for the purchase ‘of the bonds, fixing. the 
minimum price at which they would be.sold: at 85 cents on 
the dollar. ` A. Luther, of San Francisco, presented the onl 
bid, and they were awarded to him; at 85 1-16 cents, whic 
netted $21,265.62. ‘This sale was made in November, 1875, 
and thereafter ithe Commissioners commenced the work of

constructing the Territorial-Prison. For detailed informa- 
tion of its construction and an itemized account of its cost, I 
refer you to the report of the Commissioners, copies of 
which will be laid before you. ~ l 

It will be seen from this report that two stone cells have - 
been completed, also`a good. adobe building containing two 
prison rooms with -barred doors and windows, and it is esti- 
mated that sufficient room hąs been prepared to safely keep 
thirty prisoners. In addition to the above rooms there have 
also been: constructed kitchen, dining room, hall room for 
guards, room for Superintendent and office. A good engine 
and boiler and 475 feet of pipé have been purchased; a reser- 
voir for the supply of water to the prison has been con- 
structed, also a blacksmith shop, which is furnished with 
punch and derrick and shears for hoisting goods and stone 
in laying walls. 

The walls are built upon a solid stone foundation, and are 
five feet six inches in thickness at the foundation, and three 
feet at the first floor. In fact the whole work seems to have 
been done in thé most substantial manner, and the prison is 
considered by those who have examined it as secure a place 
for the confinement of prisoners as can be found in most of 
the older States. I am pleased to be able to state that the 
money appropriated for the construction of the prison has 
been expended in an economical manner, and for the best in- 

„terest of the Territory, and I consider the thanks of the peo- 
ple are due to the Commissioners for their services, which 
they have -given without pecuniary reward. ‘The Commis- 
sioners in their report ask for a further appropriation at your 
hands of $20,000, and of the necessity of this appropriation 
at this time you must judge. If you believe the room will 
be sufficient for the accommodation of the prisoners that may 
reasonably be expected in the coming three years, then this 
expense should be saved the people at the present time. On 
the contrary, if it is thought that the room will prove inad- 
equate, then it will clearly be. your duty to provide for the 
emergency. To have good order and give security to life 
and property, it is absolutely necessary to punish crime with 
reasonable certainty, and the completion of this prison affords 
the first safe place for the confinement of criminals since the 
organization of the Territory, and its importance should com- 
mand your matore thought and judgment. Everything 
necessary should be provided to make the prison secure, 
and of ample capacity to accommodate all criminals. It 
should be placed upon the most economical basis possible. 
Preparations should be made ‘to give the inmates employ- 
ment, and as far as possible make them self-sustaining, and ` 
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due care shọùld be given to their moral reformation. - I 
received a report from the Commissioners, dated October 2, 
1876, copies’ of which-will be laid: before you, containmg a 
statement of the condition and management of the prisoners, 
which shows that there has been received into the prison 
eight prisoners, one of whom has. been discharged, leaving 
seven at the time in confinement. The prisoners have: been 
employed in assisting in the construction. of the building. 
The report shows the total expenge of guarding and. main- 
taining the iamates from May 1, 1875, to:June 30, 1876, to 
have been $8,922.89, and the future expense is estimated at 
$475 per month. The expenses, no doubt, have been larger 
in organizing and systematizing the management of the 
Penitentiary, in proportion to the number of prisoners cared 
for, than will be required in the future; in fact it requires 
about the same expense for employes to guard one prisoner 
that it will require to guard thirty. -I am'aware that it 
demands the services of trusty men to perform these duties, 
and although the prices paid for labor have in’some instances 
seemed in excess of those paid for like services elsewhere, 
yet I presume under ‘the circumstances the Commissioners ' 
used due discretion in the premises. ; ae i 
The law to provide for the erection of a Territorial 
Prison and for:the confinement of prisoners therein, should 
be amended ïn several particulars. The mode of electing 
the Prison Commissioners, by the Joint Convention of the - 
two Houses, is clearly in violation of the organic act. ‘Sec- 
tion 8 of said act provides, “That all township, district and 
county officers, not hérein otherwise provided for, shall be 
appointed or elected, ds the case’‘may be, in such manner as 
shall be provided by: the Governor and Legislative: As- 
sembly of the Territory of New Mexico. -The Governor 
shall nominate and, by and with the consent of the Legisla- 
tive Council, appoint all officers not herein otherwise’ pro- 
vided for.” The office of Commissioner is neither a town-- 
ship, district nor county office, :therefore. the appointment 
must be made by the Governor by and with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council. No checks have been: pro- 
vided to prevent extravagant expenditures on the part of the 
Commissioners. So far as the present management is:con- 
cerned, I believe they have-honestly and faithfully endeavored: 
to perform their duties, but should a board be selected who 
had more regard for their private interests.than for the welfare 
of the Territory, as might be the case, great injury and ex- 
pense might ensue before any power could prevent. Iwould 
therefore recommend that the power be vested in some offi- 
cer to examine and audit the expenses incurred by the Com- 
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missioners before they are paid. Under the present law the, 


Commissioners are not required to report to any one. They 
should be required to report annually to the Governor, copies 
of which-reports should be laid before each Legislature. 
The present law appears to make it mandatory upon the 
Comfrnissioners to pay.the Superintendent $150 per month, 


and it has so been construed by them. Itshould read that a 


salary of not exceeding $150 per month be paid, There isa 


bill now pending in Congwess to appropriate $15,000 towards `

the construction ofa penitentiary in this Territory.. As it, | 
has-been customary for the Government to build prisons for : 
the Territories, it seems but just that the bill should be . 


enacted into a law without delay, and I would suggest that 
you memorialize Congress upon this subject. 


THE INSANE. 


Under a contract made by me, in behalf of the Territory, 
with Drs. Langdon and Clark, of Stockton, California, the 
insane of the Territory are maintained and cared for. There 
are at the present time but two patients in the asylum. The 


total expense for their maintenance to June 30, 1876, was. 


$468.75. ‘In a report to me, dated October 29, 1876, the 
physicians in charge give but little encouragemént of the 
restoration to reason of either of the patients. Under all the 
circumstances, the contract we have with Messrs. Langdon 
and Clark, is probably the most economical and humane plan 
that can be adopted for maintaining our insane, but, as the 
asylum is iced so far away,I would suggest the propriety 
of authorizing the Governor to appoint some competent per- 
son, living at Stockton, to visit the asylum at least quarterly, 
to examine and report the condition of the patients, their 
treatment, etc. While I believe that.these physicians have 
faithfully performed their duty to the patients who have been 
intrusted to their care, still it seems but justice to these unfor- 
tunate people that a disinterested.individual shall visit them 
at least once in three months. 


‘MINES AND MINING. 


-The mining prospects have never been so encouraging in 
the history of the Territory as at the present time. New dis- 
coveries are constantly being made, and many valuable mines 
have been developed and are being successfully operated. 
Among the most prominent of these, I will mention the Silver 
King, in Pinal county, the Peck, in Yavapai county, and 


- the McCracken, in Mohave county. Indian difficulties, high. 


transportation and scarcity of capital, have greatly retarded 
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| . mining development, but now as the Indians are mostly- living

at peace on réeservatioris, and railroads are fast approaching 

our borders, both from thé east and the west, capitalists. are. 
seizing the golden opportunity to make investments in mines. 

I. confidently expect before ten-iyears have passed, that

other State or Territory in the Union. 


- AGRICULTURE AND: GRAZING. T 


The above industries have beén enlarged and advanced 
during ‘the past two'years. The yield of agricultural pro- ` 
ducts “has been satisfactory and the prices: secured for the 
same have been reasonably remunerative.: In a large por- ` 
tion of the Territory; it is necessary to irrigate the land by 
means of artificial ditches, and it is incumbent upon you to - 
enact such laws as will mete out equal justice to all, and at 
the same time’so economize the use of water as to do the 
greatest possible good. The flocks and :herds of cattle, 
horses and sheep have increased at least four-fold during the 
past two years, and stock raising now has become one of the 
most profitable and leading industries. The question of fence 
law or. no fence law has become, therefore, a topic of:discus- 
sion arid of considerable interest tothe people. I am of the 
opinion that a law requiring crops to be ‘secured by good 
fences should be enacted for the reasons that stock-raisng, of 


{ 
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. the two, is the ‚predominating interèst, and the farmer, when 
_ once he has his fields secured by a fence, will be amply-com- 


pensated for his labor, not only by‘having his crops securé 
from his own stock, but also because of the greater economy 
hé can practice in the; management of his fields. That the 
change may not be oppressive to any one by its suddenness, 
I would recommend that the law bé passed to take effect at 
some future day, giving the farmer time to’ fence without 
making too much sacrifice. The industries of agriculture 
and stock-raising have now advariced to such importance 
that I believe the holding of an annual fair at some central 
point in the ‘Territory. for the competition ahd -exhibition of 
our manufactures and products, would prove of great benefit 
to the people. I call your attention to this subject with the 
hope'that you will enact a law for the encouragement of this 
enterprise. " 7 Pah” 3s 
T O “THE INDIANS. l . 
We have enjoyed comparative peace with the Apache. 
Indians during ‘the past two years. Up to the. spring of 
1876, constant complaints were made-by the’ authorities and” 
people of Sonofa concerning raids made by the Chiricahua 
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Apaches into'that State, resulting in the murder of a large . 


niimber of people, and the loss and destruction of a great 
amount of property. This condition of affairs existed from 
the time these Indians were placed on the reservation in 
1872 until the spring of 1876, and was a constant source of 
mortification to me and a disgrace to the nation. At the lat- 
ter date the Indians murdered two men on their reser- 
vation and one man on the San Pedro. On application 
from Washington for my advicé as to what disposition 
should be made of them, I advised that they should be re- 
moved at once either to the Hot Springs reservation in New 
Mexico, or to the San Carlos reservation in Arizona, as 
might be found best. The. Tatter place was selected and the 


removal ordered. Under the management of J. P. Clum a. 


peaceable removal was effected of all the Indians except two 
hundred men, women and children, including about thirty- 
five able-badied men. ‘These latter Indians have since that 
time committed frequent depredations in southeastern Ari- 
zona. But I understand that recently an Indian scout has 


been placed in the field under the command of Lieutenant - 


Rucker, who is reputed to be an energetic officer, with 
orders to pursue and punish the renegades until they sur- 
render and consent to live at peace on the reservation, and 
we may now hope that this scourge will soon be abated. In 
September last this renegade band went into the State of 
Sonora and offered, through a white man named Streeter, to 
make peace in that State. The evident intention of this 
treaty was to make peace in Sonora so as to form a base of 
security therefrom to more effectively and securely raid upon 
the frontier settlements in Arizona, as they had done in 
Sonora when located in Arizona, but, to the_ credit of 
General Mariscal, the Military Governor of that Statė, such 
terms only were Offered: as precluded the possibility of such 
action, consequently no peace was concluded. It is supposed 
by many that this Streeter is still with the Indians, and is 
directing their hostile movements. - I would recommend to 
punish infamous conduct of this character, that a law be 
passed making it an offense punishable with death for a 
white man to be found aiding and abetting hostile Indians, 
either by living among them or by furnishing them muni- 
tions of war. The other Apaches have been concentrated 
on the White Mountain reservation, thus opening to settle- 
ment a valuable extent of country, and greatly economizing 
the expenses. for their control. J.. P. Clum, who has charge 
of the Agency, has shown superior qualifications in their 
management, and if the humane and just policy he has in- 
augurated is continued,-I confidently expect to see these 
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Indians in a few years self-sustaining and among the. most 
orderly in the Territéry. In my message to the Legislature 
of 1871, I used the following language: __ ae 
«The Apache Indians have never ‘manifested. the, least 
. disposition to live on ‘terms of peace until after they had. been 
thoroughly subjugated by military power, and any attempt 
to compromise before they are reduced-to;this condition, is 
accepted by them as:an acknowledgment of weakness and 
cowardice; therefore my opinion is, that in ‘the end it would 
be economy, to the Gevernment, and humanity to both whites 
and Indians; to prosecute the war with relentless vigor, until 
they are completely humbled and subjugated; after which I 
believe it to be equally necessary for the Government to be 
prepared to accept and provide ‘for them in their new rela- 
tions toward the whites. These Indians, before they lay 
- down their arms, depend to a great extent upon theft for 
their support, and when this mode’of supply ceases, hunger 
and suffering must ensue, unless the Government is prepared 
at once to assist them: They should be removed to a reser- 
vation of such, circumscribed limits that constant watch could 
be kept over them; the reservation, instead of being held in 
common, should’ be divided ‘into such reasonable subdivisions 
as would give to each‘family a home and the necessary land 
to grow the food they require. They should also be stimu- 
lated and assisted to improve and. cultivate their lands, and 
constant care should be exercised over them,-to the end-that 
they plant, cultivate and harvest their crops in, due season, 
and to prevent the evil disposed from joining marauding 
bands, to the great injury of our people and the well. dis- 
posed of their own tribe.” * C TE 
Time and experience have more thoroughly confirmed 
my views as expressed at that time, and in fact I believe they 
fully accord with the policy of the government at the present 
time. The experiments of establishing schools among: the 
Indians have not proved very successful: The children are 
irregular in attendance, and at best are but a few hours in 
the school room, while the balance of the time is spent with 
their people, where no’ stimulus is given to continue their 
studies or to practice speaking any language except their 
native tongue.. I am of the opinion that such number of chil- 
dren should be selected from the:tribe as the appropriation 
for education will permit, and taken to some convenient local- 
ity, as near the reservation as possible, to. be instructed to 
read, write and speak our language; that their parents be 
permitted to visit them:at stated times, and. they should be > 
allowed to return to their people for brief periods during | 
vacations, and ‘as soon as they attain sufficient age be stim- 
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fe a 


ulated to become teachers of their own people, or to lear ` 
some useful industry. By gen a this plan; their advance- -

RAILROADS. 


Since the last session of the Legislature considerable pro- 
ress has-been made in the building of railroads towards our 
erritory.: It is now confidently expected that the Southern 

Pacific Railroad will be completed from San-Francisco to 
Yuma by.March rst of the present year. It is contemplated 
by this company to diverge at some point on the desert, and 
build a line to'a point on the Colorado River at or near 
the Needles, and then to push forward the construction of 
both of these lines as fast as circumstances will permit; thus 
affording two lines of railroad, and accommodating the fast 
growing trade of northern and central Arizona, and. also of 
southern Arizona and Sonora, and, when completed to the 
seaboard ‘on the Atlantic coast, affording communication 
across the ‘continent over easy eas below the snow line. 
The Texas Pacific Railroad Company have a bill- before 
Congress asking a guarantee from the government for the 
payment of the interest of their bonds to complete that road, 
arid, no, doubt, if said bill is passed, the company will push its 
road to completion through Arizona as ER as possible. 
But, in any event, the outlook is now encouraging for the 
construction of at least one railroad through Arizona at an 
early'day. The effect this will have upon the development 
of our resources, and the stimulation of trade, willbe magical. 
Capital will flow into the country without stint, cheap tom- 
munication and transit will afford facilities for developing with 
profit our immense mining interests, the stack raisers, with 
abundant ranges where the snow never falls, will find ready 
sale for their beef and mutton to supply the markets of New 
York or San Francisco, and the Territory, which will soon 
become a State, will awake from lethargy to life and pros- 
petity. To accomplish these results as speedily as possible 
«it will be your duty to render all possible assistance and 
encouragement to any and all railroads seeking to penetrate 
Arizona. 
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CRIME. 2 


Considering our extended frontier bordering on the State 
of Sonora, we have béen fortunate in exemption from crime 
and violence during the last two ‘years. | Very little trouble 
has beer experienced trom the depredations of outlaws ‘who, . 
in years past, hovered near the border to commit crime and 
then escape across ‘the line into Mexico for security. A 
décided and ‘severe policy is the on one that will keep this 
class of criminals in check, and this I have adopted and 
endeavored to carry out. nee = 
The Legislature has, at each session, placed at my dis- 
posal $2,000 to be used for rewards-in arresting and punish- 
ing criminals: I have: never found it necéssary to use the 
full amount so placed, but’ the increase of business, and’ con- 
sequent - increased ‘transmission of money through the mails’ 
and by express companies, will naturally attract the cupidity 
of highway robbers to this Territory from‘ other sections, 
and I deem it a prudent precaution to increasé the appropria- 


tion set apart for rewards. If the money is ‘not needed it

- will not be used, and if:needed it cannot be appropriated to a 


ds undertake to - 
ply their nefarious vocation in Arizona, that they shall learn 
that those who for years braved a savage war with, the 
Apaches will be found equal to the contest and ready with a 
firm, unrelenting hand to put down a worse: scourge to the 
human race. 

‘The’Apaches were wild men without education or oppor- 
tunities, and therefore deserving of some sympathy, but these 
highwaymen have had the advantages of Christian education 
and association, and the same energy they display to obtain 
the property of others, if devoted to legitimate pursuits, would 
enable them to lead honorable and respectable lives. While 
pursuing the vocation of theft and robbery they are a scourge 
to civilization, a disgrace to humanity, and should be swept 
from the face of the earth as remorsely as.the-most ferocious 
wild beast. I would recommend that highway robbery "be 
made a capital offense, punishable with death. ` 


WAGON ROADS, TELEGRAPH AND MAIL ROUTES. 


Next to the importance of railroads for the advancement 
of a new country, are good wagon roads for: the easy. and 
cheap conveyance of supplies and the products of the coun- 
try, the transmission of thought with the speed of lightning 


, and convenient mail facilities from and to every portiòń of : 


the Tesritery. f : 
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There is a large extent of country east of the Verde and 
north of the Gila rivẹrs, containing an immense mining field, 


extensive agricultural resources, and large forests of various . 


kinds of. timber, and; wagoh .roads. and better mail facilities 
are essential to the prosperity of this section, and will greatly 
advance the whole Territory. Mohave county is also much 
in need of better mail.facilities. The larger portion of that 


rich and ‘growing county has no mail communication, and to - 


t 


transmit letters from’ and to the Capital usually requires as 
. much time as to communicate, with New York City. The 


rapidly increasing business requires a daily mail on the two 
eat east and west thoroughfares, to wit: from Mesilla to 
an Diego or the terminus of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
‘and from Albuquerque to Los Angeles. I would earnestly 
recommend that you ask Congress for aid to build necessary 


wagon roads and for increased mail service. The Military _ 
Telegraph has proved of great benefit in facilitating military 


ala and the transaction of business for the people. 
‘The low rates established for sending dispatches has enabled 
all classes to use the line, and confirm the fact that cheap 
telegraphing so increases the business that the owners of 
the ose are better compensated than by charging high 
tariff. 


THE TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


i td . E e . e j e 
There are at the present time in the Territorial Libr 
1,000 volumes of law books, 300 volumes of statutes, 100 


‘volumes of patent office reports, 500 volumes of reports and 
- 300 volumes of miscellaneous books, making a total of 2,200 


volumes, estimated to be worth $8,200. ; 

Considering the age of the Territory, the Library is very 
creditable to it. We receive from some of the States reports 
of, the Supreme Courts in. exchange for our statutes, while 
many. others will only exchange in kind. I believe it would 
be the most economical method of obtaining the reports of 
the Supreme Courts, from the several States and Territories, 
to authorize and provide for the publication of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court of this Territory. 


TRADING LEGISLATION. .- 


I desire to call your earnest attention to the pernicious 
practice of legislation based upon combinations or trading, 
whereby a certain number of members agree to pass an act 
providing they receive as compensation the passage of 
another act, By this system laws are liable to be enacted 
injurious to the general welfare,,that never would be enter- 
tained undet“other circumstances. A measure of real merit 
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for the general benefit will safely rest upon’ its own basis, , 


while a doubtful or ‘injurious measure can only be carried 
through by this system of bad practice, and such legislation 


coming.to my knowledge will lead me to doubt the propriety : 


of the passage of laws enacted in;this-manner. 
‘REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. .  * - 


Your attention is directed to ‘the report of the Adjutant 
General, whose suggestions, in the main, I cordially endorse. 
As stated in. said report, the arms heretofore receivéd and 
issued were distributed among the’ people for their protection, 
and seven years of constant use in a rough frontier life -has so 
far depleted the stock of serviceable arms that probably not 
one-tenth of those originally issued are-now fit for use.’ The 
necessity for arms at central points in the Territory,.to be 
kept on hand-for sudden emergency, has fer some time been 
apparent, and I therefore addresséd a communication to the 
Hon. J. D. Cameron, Secretary of War, August 15,-1876, 
making requisition for five hundred stand of Springfield 
muskets to be used in arming militia companies, and received 
in reply a .communication dated October 24, 1876; accom- 
panied with a blank: bond for me to sign-in behalf of the 
Territory, which bond pledges the return of said arms, or 
payment for the same, at such time as the Secretary of War 
may designate. Not: having the authority-of law given me 
to bind the Territory to this agreement,-I have deferred 
further action in the premises, and would suggest that you 
take the matter into ‘consideration, and enact the necessary 
legislation at‘as early a day as possihle. I have already had 
urgent request for atms to supply one militia company on 
the San Pedro river, in Pima county, and another at the 
Globe Mining District, ia Pinal county, and I have no doubt 
each of the counties of the Territory will organize one or 
more militia companies as soon as the arms.are received. I 
would also suggest that you enact a law for the distribution 
of these arms with such restrictions that their care and safe- 
keeping will be assuréd. 7 


ANNEXATION OF GRANT COUNTY, NEW MEXICO, TO ARIZONA. 


The people of Grant county, New Mexico, have. ex- 
pressed, with great unanimity, a desire to be annexed to, and 
become a part ot this Territory. They allege, among.many 
other reasons, the supériority of our laws and of their execu- 
tion, which is complimentary to. the wisdom of our law- 
makers. The: trade dnd intercotrse betwéen that .county 
and Arizona aré already extensive, and constantly increasing, 
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and I consider its acquisition: desirable. -It seems-to me that 
the people of that locality are the proper judges as to which 


government, they prefer, and inasmuch as a change of Terri- 


torial limits will not add to the expense of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, I have been asked by a committee appointed by the 


people of that county to call your attention to the matter, | 


with the hope that you will memorialize Congress upon the 
subject. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE STATUTES. 


The law establishing the time within which actions may 
be commenced for the recovery of indebtedness on an open 
account for goods, wares and merchandise, sold and delivered, 
now in force, is ambiguous and has led to conflict and litiga- 
tion. It was evidently the intention of the Legislature to 
establish the length of time at two years; and this enactment 
should be made so plain that no doubt can longer exist upon 
the subject. The law allowing appeals from the Justices’ 
to the District Courts limits the time to ten days. It should 
be extended to at least thirty days. The law of exemptions 
of taxable property should be so amended that all church 
property, except that used for schools and hospitals, shall be 
subject to taxation. Our Government is based upon the free 
exercise of religious worship, and requires the entire separa- 
tion of Church and State, therefore I believe that each church 
should stand upon its own foundation, and pay its proportion 
for the protection the law gives it and the property it has 
acquired. 

The Registry law should be amended by designating 
registering offices in each election precinct to register the 
voters, and the time for so doing should be closed at least 
one day prior to the election. 7 

- The law for-taking the census should be changed by 
placing the duty of selecting Census Marshals in the hands 
of one man, who should be held responsible for the taking of 
a fair and just census throughout the entire Territory. As 
the law now stands, local rivalry is liable to lead to wrong 
and dissatisfaction. Every possible encouragement should 
be given to immigration, and I believe it would be a just and 
salutary law to exempt, to a limited amount, all heads of 
families from taxation during the first year’s residence. . 

The law imposing. a tax on ores should be amended so 
as to more clearly define the portion to be paid into the 
Territorial Treasury, and also the portion to be paia into the 
proper County: ‘Treasury. 

The law for canvassing votes should be more clearly 
defined, and guards should be provided to prevent the can- 
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-yassing: officer or officers from throwing: out honest votes 
upon frivolous technicalities. -. > `. eae

lic should be so-amended as to.establish a -uniform official 
seal, and the appointments should be limited ‘to:such number

_ This being the last Message I shall:deliver to the Legis- 
lature of Arizona, I desire to embrace: this opportunity to 
return my grateful thanks to the people’of the Territory for 
the generous support ‘have received at.their. hands. When 


I assumed the duties of my office, nearly eight years ago, I 


found the Territory overrun with hostile Apaches and 


marauding bands of robbers, committing frequent depreda- | 


tions adjacent to the Sonora line. . The laws of the Territory 
were in confusion, and no attempt was made to yield a :uni- 
form obedience to them. The Territory was considerably 
in debt. , i 2 i 
The people :were in poverty and distress. A general 
gloom seemed to overspread the land, and no one knew how 
soon his turn would come to follow his brother, neighhor or 
friend to an untimely and bloody grave. By, the strong 
arms and stout hearts of our people, great changes have 
been made. Now, with a very few exceptions, we are on 
terms of perfect peace with the Apache Indians, our border 
for the past three years has been almost entirely secure from 
marauding bands, a uniform and willing obedience is given 
to our laws, we are out of debt except for building a Peni- 
tentiary, and have a surplus on hand. A i 
Every district in the ‘Territory, where there are sufficient 
children, is supplied with a good free school. _Many school- 
houses have been erected that would do crèdit to the older 
States, and peace, prosperity and contentr:*nt reign through- 
out the Territory. Without assuming to arrogate to myself 
any credit for these great and beneficial changes, I maybe 
permitted to say that T have faithfully ‘sought to do my duty 
to the Territory and to all its people, It has, been my en- 
deavor to suppress wrong, regardless of fear or favor, and to 
sustain right at all hazards, and if in the accomplishment of 


-this object I have erred, I believe I can safely say it has been 


an error of judgment and not of design. i hes 
Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, the legislation 


for this Territory is now placed in your hands. Let each 
member examine his own heart and see if he approaches the 


work..with a-view:so' to. legislate as'toadd to the prosperity ` 
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of the whole Territory. Cast aside all contention and strife, 
and let a calm judgment and charity to one another be your 
rule of action, and when you have finished your labors may 
you be able to return to the people and receive from them 
the praise of having been faithful servants.

Fiirst—That he was elected to the office of district attor- 
ney of Yuma county, at the general election held on the 
seventh day of November, oe. 

Second—That by the laws of this Territory, as now in 
force, the said office has the following salary and fees, and 
no other, viz: Salary, $250 per annum: Fees, in trials for 
murder, when defendant is convicted, $50, otherwise $25; 
for trial under a statute against gaming, when defendant is 
convicted, $20, otherwise nothing; on all sums by him col- 
lected for his county, five per cent.; and in all other criminal 
prosecutions, where he secures a conviction, he may have a 
fee of $20, if the defendant pays his fine, otherwise nothing; 
he may also have a fee of $25, in civil cases, when he gets a 
judgment taxed against the opponent, but these latter must 
not in any case be charged against the county: see Chapter’ 
19, Compiled Laws, page 194; also act amendatory thereto, 
approved December 4, 1868; id., page 196, also id., page 
508 Section 1, fees.of attorney general. 
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Third—That according to these laws the whole salary 
and fees of said office do not exceed $400 per annum, 
about “$300 of which is paid in county warrants, worth 
about 50 or 6o cents at the time of issue; and that-no man 
having any reasonable degree of fitness for any business in 
life (though not a good lawyer) can give his time `and atten- 
tion to the business of the'county for such a miserable pit- 
tance, and that any one who so undertakes will be very apt 
to neglect the duties of the office, if he do no worse. 

Fourth—That the law is more liberal in allowance to dis- 
trict attorneys in other counties; see laws of 1873; pages 71 
to 73, inclusive; and that the laws are more liberal to all 
other county officers, though none of these need any books 
except those furnished by county and Territory. 

Wherefore your petitioner prays that your honorable 
body make a law fixing a reasonable ay and fees for said 
office, or a salary without fees of any kind.

That Council Bill No. 7, “An Act to amend an Act 
entitled ‘Of Crimes and Punishments,’” be amended b 
striking out the provisory clause, viz: “ Provided, that the 
jury may, by their verdict, direct that the offence be punished 
by death.’, While this bill leaves the punishment by impris- 
onment largely in the discretion of the court, the clause that 
your committee recommend be stricken out takes away all 
such discretidnary power, and allows a jury. to direct a terri- 


, ble punishment for what might be a very ordinary offence. 
“It is believed that the punishment provided for in this clause 


is not in keeping with that higher standard of civilization 
that characterizes the acts of other States and Territories, 
and your committee would regret to see an act in the statutes 
of Arizona that would reflect upon that generosity and love 
of justice that so eminently belong to the people of the 
frontier. 

That House Bill No. 13 be indefinitely postponed. It is 
believed by your committee that while this bill would not 
prevent all that its title would seem to indicate, “ Double 
Taxation,” it seeks to relieve a vast amount of property from 
a tax which, perhaps better than any other class of property, 
it can afford to pay. ‘This bill, as presented, will not admit 
of the amendment suggested by the gentleman from Yavapai. 
Your committee hope that the late order- of the House, in- 
structing your committee to reconstruct this bill, will not be 
accepted as a precedent.. It would be a misfortune to com- 
mittees were they ordered to act as clerks to individual 


members.

On Thursday, in his place in the House, Mr. Scorr, on 
a question of privilege, spoke as follows: 


Mr. SPEAKER: 


I would respectfully ask if there have been any papers 
filed with the Clerk of the House in regard to my nefarious 
proceedings in legislation in the House. 

Mr. Speaker: Under the rule of privileges, I claim the 
right to defend myself against certain accusations from the - 
Florence portion of my constituency of Pinal county. The 
origin of these accusations is unknown to affiant. To-day is 
the third day, and the third time, I have asked the honorable 
member of the Council from Pinal county to produce the 
papers authorizing the publication of a Mass Meeting held 
in the town of Florence, on the roth instant, and it seems 
that he has failed to produce them. Now I ask for an hon- 
orable defense. 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Asssembly: I, asa 
member of your honorable body, ask the privilege to defend 
myself against certain allegations, set forth in a preamble of 
a mass meeting held in the town of Florence, Pinal county, 
on the roth instant, as set forth in the Journal of the Legis- 
lature of the 22d instant. The House is well aware what the 
nature of those charges are. 

I say in duty to myself and the better portion my con- 
stituency of the county I represent, that the charges are un- 
true, and founded upon selfish motives, simply a matter of 
jealousy existing between the two different populated por- 
tions of said county, which two settlements are about eighty- 
five miles distant from each other, and of about equal 
strength; and as regards promises that they say I made to 
them previous to my election, I can say, in justice to myself 
and the people of Globe District, that I never made any, for 
I never had the opportunity to do it; I never allowed my 
name to go before the people until about ten days before the 
election; I never went to see the people of Florence to tell 
them my views nor to make them promises in order to se- 
cure their vote. I only knew six or seven men in the town 
of Florence previous to the election; I never was in the town 
but one day in my life, until I passed through there on my 
way to Tucson to attend to my official duties. 
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- In regard to what they term the Scott Bill, I assure them 
that my action in the premises was backed up by a balance 
of power, I mean the people of Globe Mining District. Here 
is their petition for a new county, with 170 names, attached 
to it in one day, upon which I based my mode of operations. 
I have never introduced the Scott Bill that I am charged 
with, and I told Col. Ruggles, a member from the same 
county, previous to the announcement of the mass meeting in 
Florence, that I would give up the struggle for a new county 
and wait two years longer. 

And in regard to the District Attorney Bill, I believe 
$1,000 per annum for a salary without fees is little enough, 
and I believe I did my duty in introducing the bill and tryin 
to put it through. And in regard to the Parker Bull, îi 
fought that from the beginning until its final passage. 

In order to be brief, I ask in the name of common human- 
ity, could not those people of the Florence portion of the 
county I represent, send up a remonstrance setting forth their 
wishes, and that my legislation was not in accordance with 
their views, without assailing my integrity and personal 
character. 

Now, Mr. Speaker and fellow members of the House of 
Representatives, it is for you to say whether I merit the 
charges made against me or not; believing that I have done 
my duty, and nothing I wish to retract, and that the better 
judgment and a majority of my constituency will stand by 
me in my past acts.

and again become the property of said village; and as your 
committee is advised, such is the present condition of the 
title. The appropriation asked for in the bill is to be ex- 
pended in continuing the construction of buildings on these 
lands, and in the event of the removal of the prison to any 
other point in the Territory which may be deemed more cen- 
tral or eligible as the Territory increases in wealth and popu- 
lation, and better able to bear the burdens of taxation for this 
purpose, all the money already granted and expended, as well 
as the amount now asked for, will be lost to. the Territory.

Str—I herewith return without my approval “An Act 
authorizing a loan on the faith and credit of the Territory, 
and to provide for the: construction of a wagon road from 
Phenix, in Maricopa county, to Globe City, in Pinal county,” 
for the following reasons: 

In my late message to the Legislative Assembly, I men- 
tioned the necessity of the construction of wagon roads in 
various parts of the Territory, and suggested the propriety 
of memorializing Congress to grant appropriations for that 
purpose, but I did not believe then, nor do I believe now, 
that the people of the territory are able to bear the burden 
_of taxation requisite to carry on extensive internal improve- 
ments. And should I approve this bill, I could not with 
consistency withhold my signature from a large number of 
equally meritorious enterprises, should they come before me 
for approval. 

The object of this appropriation is to build a wagon road 
with Territorial: funds, the location of which is nearly all in 
one county, while other counties of the Territory are build- 
ing or preparing to build like reads by subscription or county 
taxation. Should this bill become a law, such counties 
would not only be called upon to contribute the means to 
construct equally costly roads at their own expense, but at 
the same time would be compelled to bear their proportion 
of the expense of building this local road. I cannot believe 
that the people would accept this proposition as just and fair. 

If the financial condition of the Territory was such that 
all the necessary roads could be built by appropriations from 
the general fund, then I would with pleasure approve this 
bill. But it is plain, if such a course was pursued, oppressive 
taxation must of necessity follow, which -would finally cul- 
minate in bankruptcy and ruin. The financial solvency and 
excellent credit of Arizona, is a subject of pride to all our 
citizens. This condition of affairs has been maintained by 
strict economy and prudence; to adopt a doubtful policy, 
such as this bill presents, cannot prove otherwise than dis- 
astrous to the industries-of the country.

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TERRITORY OF ARIZONA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
~ Tucson, February 6, 1877. . 


Hon. Kine S. Wootsey, 
President of the Council: 


Sm—I received information yesterday that on the 4th 
instant a band of Apache Indians, numbering about fifty, : 
attacked the settlers in the Sonoita Valley, and had, before 
the messenger, Mr: William Morgan, left the scene of 
slaughter, killed ten or more persons and had taken most of 
the stock in the valley. At the time Mr. Morgan left, the 
savages were still engaged in their work of death, and 
whether any of ‘the inhabitants of the valley have escaped, 
remains to be told. Previous to this attack,and within the 
last six months, at least twenty persons have been murdered 
in Southeastern Arizona, and a large amount of property has 
been taken and destroyed. I ‘have repeatedly, during this 
time, called the attention of the Department Commander to 
this condition of affairs. l , 

Itis a démonstrated fact that without the use of friendly ` 
Indians, it is almost useless to attempt to follow, with any 
hope of. overtaking and punishing hostile bands; and yet for 
months scouts have been sent out, accompanied with heavy 
army wagons, to follow well beaten roads at the rate of a. few 
miles per day. It is needless to inform you that this system 
has not resulted in any sanguinary conflicts, nor has it given 
protection to the afflicted settlers. During all this time but 
one efficient scout with friendly Indians has been made, Lt. 
J. A. Rucker, be it said to his credit, recently ‘followed a 


‘hostile band and, overtook and killed a number near the. 


Chiricahua mountains, but this success was not followed up. 
The scout returned to thie post, and the settlements of San 
Pedro, Barbacomari, Sonoita’ and Upper Santa’Cruz, have 
been left entirely unprotected, with the results narrated 
above. Unless active, efficient warfare is practised against 


. these Indians, the settlers in this exposed district will be 


compelled to abandon the country;, and if these savages are 
not restrained in the commission of these depredations, it 
will greatly endanger the breaking out of those now living 
on reservations, and thereby hazard the peace of. the whole . 
Territory. , l 

In view of the alarming condition of affairs, I deem it to 
be the duty of the Legislative Assembly to memorialize ,thẹ 
Secretary’ of War, asking him to inimediately order stich - 
number of Indian scouts placed in the field under the. com- , 
mand of energetic officers, ay may be found necessary to 
pursue these hostile Indians until they are subdued or exter- 
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minated; or to make such appropriation as you may deem 
requisite to organize a militia force with friendly Indian aux. 
liaries for this purpose. 

Unless the former is managed with more energy than 
has been practiced during the past six months, the whole 
army of the United States, with all the friendly Indians em. 
ployed by the government, will not subdue this little band of 
hostile Indians in the next twenty years; while I believe ą 
scout composed of twenty-five citizens and twenty-five 
friendly Indians, would subdue them within three months. 

This matter is now placed in your hands, and some action 
should be taken to protect the lives and property of our peo- 
ple. If those who are paid to give us protection will not do 
it, then we must protect ourselves.

Hon. Kine S. Woo.sey, 
President of the Council: 


I herewith return “ An Act to fix the time of holding the 
next Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona and 
apportion the representatives thereof,” without my approval, 
for the following reasons: 

This bill gives equal representation to the Counties of 
Yuma and Mohave, while the late census, taken in 1876, 
shows the former to have a population of 2212 and the latter 
a population of 822, giving to Yuma County nearly three 
times the population of Mohave County. 

It requires.no argument to demonstrate that an equal 
division of representation between the two counties by taking 
a part from Yoma is doing the latter a great injustice. If it 
was intended to anticipate an increase of population, then the 
only fair course would have been to provide for taking a 
new census at some future day. 

An act of the present Legislative Assembly has taken 
from Yavapai County a portion of its Territory and annexed 
the same to Maricopa County. There is probably within the 
portion thus segregated a population of about rooo people, 
and undoubtedly Maricopa County is entitled to a proportion- 
ate increase in representation, but that increase should come 


a 
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from the source that has lost this population. Instead, how- 
ever, the representation of Yavapai County remains the same 
after losing 1000 of its population, and to make the represen- 
tation good to Maricopa County, a contribution is levied upon 
Pinal Conty for half its representation in the: Council, and 
at the same time Pinal County, by a change:of boundary, 
has increased in population. — 

` Jt is a fact well known to every citizen of the Territory, 
that there is a wide spread dissatisfaction with the census as
